REMARKS 

This application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action dated 
July 25, 2007. Claims 1 to 9 are pending in the application, of which Claims 1, 5, 8 and 9 are 
independent. Reconsideration and further examination are respectfully requested. 

Initially, Applicants thank the Examiner for the indidcation that Claims 3 and 7 
contain allowable subject matter and would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1, 2, 4 to 6, 8 and 9 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) over U.S. 
Published Appln. No. 2001/0019416 (Monty). Reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection 
are respectfully requested. 

The present invention concerns a printing system including a printer and a 
computer each including a communication interface for transferring information therebetween. 
The printing system is arranged so that image data and print data are transferred in a bulk 
transfer method and an interruption event generated in response to entry of an instruction from 
an operation panel of the printer is transferred to the computer in an interruption transfer method. 
According to this feature of the present invention, since an operational state of the operation 
panel of the printer can be transferred to the computer in accordance with entry of the instruction 
from the operation panel, even a user unfamiliar with operation of the computer can control it by 
operating specific buttons of the printer, so that an image stored on a storage medium included in 
the computer can be printed by the printer. 

Turning to specific claim language, amended independent Claim 1 is directed to a 
printing system which includes a printer and a computer each including a communication 
interface for transferring information therebetween. The printer includes an operation panel for 
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entering a store instruction and a print instruction of image data to be read out from a memory 
readable by the printer; an operation panel controller for notifying the instruction entered from 
the operation panel to the computer by generating an interrupt event and notifying the computer 
of the generated interrupt event in an interrupt transfer method; and a printer engine for printing. 
The computer includes a data transfer unit for transferring and receiving, in a bulk transfer 
method, an image and print data to and from the printer; an interrupt controller for detecting the 
interrupt event notified from the printer in the interrupt transfer method; a storage control unit 
for storing data from the memory into a storage area in accordance with the interrupt event 
detected by the interrupt controller; and an output control unit for outputting as print data the 
data stored in the storage area to said printer in accordance with the notified interrupt event. 

Applicants submit that Monty does not disclose or suggest all of the features of 
the present invention. In particular, Monty fails to disclose or suggest at least the features of 
printer including an operation panel controller for notifying an instruction entered from said 
operation panel to a computer by generating an interrupt event and notifying said computer of 
the generated interrupt event in an interrupt transfer method and a computer including a data 
transfer unit for transferring and receiving, in a bulk transfer method, image and print data and 
an interrupt controller for detecting the interrupt event notified from said printer in the interrupt 
transfer method. 

Monty discloses correction of write information, number of print copies and the 
like, in a proof sheet on which a plurality of images stored in a digital camera or a memory card 
are printed in an index format. A scanner then reads the proof sheet so that printing can be 
executed in accordance with the information written in the proof sheet. In addition, Monty 
discloses that if the printer scans the proof sheet in which an instruction to store is written, then 
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image data is transferred from the printer to a PC and stored therein. However, Monty does not 
disclose or suggest notifying a computer of an interrupt event in accordance with operation of an 
operation panel of the printer and transmitting an image stored in the computer to the printer in 
accordance with an instruction entered from the operation panel of the printer. Therefore, Monty 
does not disclose or suggest transmitting the interrupt event corresponding to each operation of 
the operation panel of the printer, to the computer in an interrupt transfer method since Monty 
merely discloses the transmission of only image data. That is, in a system in accordance with 
Monty, a user can not request, from the printer, the PC to transmit the image data to the printer. 
Further, Monty can not attain the result of transmission, to the PC, of an instruction such as 
image correction according to the needs of the printer. 

In light of the deficiencies of Monty as discussed above, Applicants submit that 
amended independent Claim 1 is now in condition for allowance and respectfully request same. 

Amended independent Claims 5, 8 and 9 are directed to a method and computer 
readable media, respectively, substantially in accordance with the apparatus of Claim 1. 
Accordingly, Applicants submit that Claims 5, 8 and 9 are also now in condition for allowance 
and respectfully request same. 

The other pending claims in this application are each dependent from the 
independent claims discussed above and are therefore believed allowable for at least the same 
reasons. Because each dependent claim is also deemed to define an additional aspect of the 
invention, however, the individual consideration of each on its own merits is respectfully 
requested. 
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In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, the entire application is 
believed to be in condition for allowance, and such action is respectfully requested at the 
Examiner's earliest convenience.
